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The  High  Wycombe  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital 
was  erected  in  the  years  1922/1923  to  the  memory  of  the  men 
of  High  Wycombe  and  district  who  fell  in  the  Great  War,  and 
whose  names  are  appropriately  recorded  on  Memorial  Panels  at 
the  entrance  gates  of  the  Hospital. 

The  High  Wycombe  &  Earl  of  Beaconsfield  Memorial 
Hospital,  which  then  stood  in  Priory  Road,  an  Institution  of 
fifteen  beds  dating  from  about  1870,  was  merged  in  the  new 
Hospital  and  commemorated  in  the  present  4  Beaconsfield 
Ward. 

The  new  Hospital  was  erected  on  a  site  given  by  the  late 
Marquess  of  Lincolnshire,  K.G.,  and  members  of  his  family,  at 
a  total  cost,  including  equipment,  together  with  the  Memorial 
Cross  adjoining  the  Parish  Church,  of  approximately  £40,000, 
and  was  opened  by  Field  Marshal  Sir  William  Robertson,  Bart., 
G.C.B.,  on  the  9th  of  December,  1923,  entirely  free  of  debt. 

The  Hospital  originally  provided  accommodation  for  32 
patients,  but  in  1931  it  was  enlarged  to  33  beds  by  the  extension 
of  the  two  main  Wards  and  the  erection  of  a  block  of  seven  smgle- 
bed  Wards,  together  with  a  4-bed  Children  s  Ward,  at  a  further 
cost  of  £14,000. 

In  1935  a  Shelter  for  the  use  of  convalescent  patients  was 
erected  in  the  grounds  of  the  Hospital  as  a  memorial  to  the  men 
of  the  21st  Division  Royal  Artillery,  which  was  raised  and  trained 
in  High  Wycombe  during  the  War,  from  funds  subscribed  by 
survivors  and  other  friends  of  the  Regiment.

Fourteenth  Annual  Report 

For  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1937 


The  Committee  of  Management  presents  its  Fourteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the 
Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1937. 

The  number  of  In-patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
816,  and  the  number  of  operations  performed  436.  These 
represent  a  decrease  of  93  and  109  respectively  on  the  corres¬ 
ponding  figures  of  the  previous  year.  This  is  largely,  if  not 
entirely,  due  to  the  longer  average  patient  stay  in  the  Hospital, 
the  period  being  20  days  during  1937  as  against  a  normal  17 
or  18,  and  accounts  perhaps  to  some  extent  for  the  increased 
length  of  our  “  waiting  list  ”  during  the  past  year.  The  average 
number  of  beds  occupied  daily  has  also  been  higher,  46  as 
against  43  for  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  Casualty  cases  dealt  with  but  not  neces¬ 
sitating  admission  to  tne  Hospital  increased  from  1863  to  2069, 
but  the  number  of  subsequent  dressings  required  was  r^Lucea 
to  769.  63  Motor  Accident  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital, 
an  increase  of  10  on  those  of  last  year.  The  X-Ray  Depart¬ 
ment  dealt  with  1880  cases,  an  increase  of  103  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  Contributory  Scheme  members  treated  in 
the  Hospital  was  :  In-patients  520  (of  which  31  were  Motor 
Accident  cases),  Casualties  1,564  ;  X-Ray,  1,230  ;  all  repre¬ 
senting  considerable  increases  with  the  exception  of  In-patients, 
which  were  less  in  proportion  to  the  smaller  total  for  the  year. 
For  various  reasons,  the  number  of  Contributory  Scheme  members 
treated  in  other  Hospitals  continues  to  increase,  and  payments 
amounting  to  £1,119  11s.  7d.  were  made  in  respect  of  326 
members  and  for  70  children  of  members  treated  at  the  local 
Clinic,  being  £88  16s.  7d.  and  42  and  15  respectively  more  than 
last  year.  £772  was  paid  to  London  Hospitals,  the  balance 
being  paid  to  neighbouring  Institutions,  from  which  we  received 
£165  12s.  6d.  in  respect  of  their  contributors  treated  in  our 
Hospital. 
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The  Income  received  by  the  Hospital  during  the  year  has 
fortunately  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  The  accounts  show 
that  a  balance  of  £2,416  11s.  7d.  was  brought  forward,  com¬ 
prising  £857  17s.  8d.  on  the  Current  Account  at  the  Bank,  and 
£1,558  13s.  lid.  representing  Contributory  Scheme  payments 
due  for  1936  but  not  received  by  the  Hospital  until  January, 
1937.  Apart  from  the  balance  brought  forward,  the  total  re¬ 
ceipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  £13,827  19s.  Id.,  but  of  this 
£1,481  5s.  5d.  represented  Legacies,  which  go  to  Endowment, 
and  Donations  to  and  Interest  on  the  Building  Extension  and 
other  Special  Funds,  to  which  they  have  been  credited,  thus 
leaving  a  net  income  for  the  year  available  for  ordinary  mainten¬ 
ance  purposes  of  £12,346  13s.  8d.,  an  increase  of  £645  13s.  3d. 
on  the  corresponding  figure  for  1936.  The  total  expenditure 
for  the  year  was  £11,095  6s.  8d.,  showing  an  excess  of  ordinary 
income  over  expenditure  of  £1,251  7s.  0d.,  of  which  the  Com¬ 
mittee  has  allocated  a  further  £1,100  to  the  Building  Extension 
Fund.  The  balance,  together  with  the  balance  brought  forward 
from  last  year,  leaves  £2,567  18s.  7d.  to  be  carried  forward,  of 
which  £1,632  6s.  lOd.  represents  Contributory  Scheme  payments 
due  in  1937,  but  not  received  until  after  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  amount  received  through  the  Contributory  Maintenance 
Scheme  again  shows  a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year, 
an  advance  of  £519  12s.  6d.,  making  the  total  for  the  year 
£8,023  15s.  6d.  This  is  a  great  achievement,  on  which  the 
Committee  congratulates  the  Members  of  the  Scheme,  and 
sincerely  thanks  the  Employers,  Office  Staffs,  Stewards  and 
Collectors  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance. 

Annual  subscriptions  remain  at  practically  the  same  figure, 
£554  3s.  0d.,  but  Donations  have  risen  from  £57  7s.  7d.  to 
£83  4s.  6d. 

Proceeds  from  Entertainments,  Football,  Cricket  and  Bowls 
Matches,  etc.,  were  £160  18s.  lOd.  as  against  £158  18s.  8d. 
last  year,  but  the  Alexandra  Rose  Day  collection  dropped  from 
£76  4s.  Id.  to  £62  11s.  3d.  The  income  from  Collecting  Boxes 
and  Congregational  Collections  was  a  little  below  the  normal. 
Full  details  of  all  these  contributions  are  given  in  the  respective 
Statements  attached  to  this  Report. 

The  amount  derived  from  the  Hospital  Ball  was 
£124  14s.  6d.  and  the  Committee  again  cordially  thanks  the 
organizers  of  this  annual  function  for  their  continued  support. 
Similar  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Members  of  the  Wycombe 
United  Societies  for  a  further  contribution  of  £40  from  their 
Aerial  Spinner. 
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Thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Wycombe  Wanderers’  Football 
Club  for  once  more  organizing  the  Lady  Lincolnshire  Football 
Cup  Competition,  which  this  year  unfortunately  realised  only 

£50  10s.  Od. 

The  receipts  from  Patients’  fees  increased  from 
£2,371  7s.  Od.  to  £2,447  17s.  Id.  Interest  on  Investments 
produced  £868  2s.  Id.  together  with  £38  6s.  4d.  from  the 
Rutland  Trust. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  Legacies  received 
during  the  year  of  £500  from  the  late  Mrs.  M.  Glemster  and 
£100  from  the  late  Mr.  G.  Welch,  also  the  following  generous 
donations  to  the  Building  Extension  Fund  :  The  Executors 
of  the  late  Mr.  J.  E.  Jarvis,  £500  ;  Mr.  D.  C.  Way,  £100  ; 
and  ‘  Anonymous,”  £50  ;  and  the  sum  of  £10  13s.  Od.  from 
various  sources. 

A  sum  of  £20,  representing  the  balance  of  the  Fund  sub¬ 
scribed  for  the  erection  of  the  21st  Division  Artillery  Memorial 
Shelter  has  been  handed  over  to  the  Hospital  and  invested  to 
form  a  small  Endowment  Fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Shelter. 

As  has  been  already  mentioned,  the  total  Expenditure  for 
the  year  amounted  to  £11,095  6s.  8d.,  an  increase  of 
£676  18s.  4d.  on  the  amount  of  £10,418  8s.  4d.  for  last  year, 
but  as  that  figure  included  a  special  and  non-recurring  contri¬ 
bution  of  £250  to  the  High  Wycombe  Nursing  Institution, 
the  real  increase  for  the  year  on  ordinary  expenditure  must  be 
reckoned  as  £926  18s.  4d.  Some  increase  in  expenditure, 
particularly  on  such  items  as  Staff  salaries  and  wages,  pay¬ 
ments  to  other  hospitals,  etc.,  seems  inevitable,  but  during 
the  past  year  the  increases  have  not  only  been  general,  but  in 
some  cases  very  substantial  in  amount.  Provisions,  for  in¬ 
stance,  have  advanced  by  £200,  due  no  doubt  to  higher  costs, 
although  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  expenditure  under  this 
head  for  1 937  is  almost  identical  with  that  for  1933.  The  largest 
increase  is  in  respect  of  “  Salaries  and  Wages  ”  due  in  part  to 
normal  salary  increases,  but  more  largely  to  the  fact  that  owing 
to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  regular  nurses  the  frequent  engage¬ 
ment  of  temporary  nurses  at  considerably  higher  cost  has  been 
necessary,  and  this  difficulty  is  further  reflected  in  the  additional 
cost  for  advertisements  of  vacancies  on  the  Staff.  Owing  to 
recent  legislation  affecting  the  use  of  drugs,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  retain  the  services  of  a  professional  Dispenser,  whilst  massage 
cases  are  now  treated  by  a  qualified  Masseuse  instead  of  as 
formerly  by  a  member  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 


It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  though  much  to  be  regretted, 
increase  m  expenditure  has  been  unavoidable  in  order  to  main¬ 
tain  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital. 

Once  again  the  Committee  records  its  grateful  thanks  to 
the  Members  of  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  for  their  enthusiastic 
support  of  the  Hospital  and  their  successful  services  on  behalf 
of  the  Patients. 

The  Matron  and  her  Staff  have  had  a  difficult  and  trying 
year,  and  the  Committee  and  Patients  alike  acknowledge  with 
gratitude  the  efficient  and  devoted  manner  in  which  their  duties 
have  been  performed,  frequently  under  conditions  entailing  much 
personal  inconvenience  and  self-sacrifice. 

The  Members  of  the  V.A.D.  (British  Red  Cross)  under 
their  Commandant,  Mrs.  W.  Bliss,  have  again  provided  valuable 
voluntary  nursing  assistance,  which  has  been  much  appreciated 
by  the  Matron  and  Committee. 

For  some  years  past  we  have  been  pleased  to  record  our 
appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  Members  of  the 
Wycombe  Branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  on  behalf 
of  the  Hospital,  and  this  year  we  have  to  acknowledge  a  further 
instance  of  the  Brigade  s  helpful  co-operation  by  providing 
orderlies  at  the  Hospital  on  occasions  when  the  porter  has  been 
off  duty,  a  service  which  has  afforded  considerable  relief  to  the 
Matron  and  Nursing  Staff. 

We  again  gratefully  acknowledge  the  continued  assistance 
derived  from  the  efforts  of  the  Ladies’  Working  Party,  and  our 
thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  Vicar  and  other  Ministers  of 
the  Town  for  arranging  and  conducting  the  regular  religious 
services  at  the  Hospital,  to  Mr.  C.  H.  Berry  for  his  help  in  look¬ 
ing  after  the  clocks,  to  Mr.  Percy  Prior  for  tuning  and  loan  of 
pianos,  and  to  the  Bucks  Free  Press  for  the  insertion  of  the 
weekly  notices. 

The  Committee  again  records  its  appreciation  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  Canning  Robins,  the  Hon. 
Secretary,  Mr.  P.  C.  Raffety,  and  the  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Smith,  and  renews  its  thanks  to  Mr.  A.  J.  Clarke  and 
Mr.  G.  T.  Miles  for  their  supervision  of  the  Hospital  Gardens. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Parker  s  continued  administration  of  the  Samaritan 
Fund  is  also  cordially  acknowledged. 

The  Committee  regrets  to  record  the  death  during  the 
year  of  three  Members  of  the  Hon.  Consulting  Staff,  Dr. 
G.  D.  K.  Bannerman,  Dr.  R.  C.  Priestley  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Parker. 
Dr.  Bannerman  was  by  a  good  many  years  the  Senior  Member 
of  the  Medical  Staff,  having  been  appointed  to  the  Staff  of  the 
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old  Cottage  Hospital  as  far  back  as  1900.  His  kindly  nature 
endeared  him  to  patients  and  Staff,  and  although  he  had  for 
several  years  retired  from  active  participation  in  the  work  of 
the  Hospital,  his  interest  in  it  continued  to  the  last,  and  his 
genial  presence  at  the  Hospital,  which  he  frequently  visited, 
has  been  greatly  missed. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Priestley  had  also  been  associated  with  the  old 
Hospital  and  will  always  be  remembered  for  his  valuable  and 
devoted  work  in  connection  with  the  X-Ray  Department,  for 
which,  until  his  retirement  only  a  few  years  ago,  he  had  been 
entirely  responsible. 

Dr.  Parker  was  appointed  to  the  Staff  of  the  Hospital  as 
a  Specialist  Consultant  on  its  establishment  in  1923,  and  his 
valuable  services  have  always  been  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  when  required. 

The  question  of  Hospital  Extension  has  been  constantly 
before  the  Committee  during  the  past  year,  and  a  Special  Sub- 
Committee  has  been  appointed  to  examine  the  position  fully 
and  report.  The  problem,  however,  is  one  for  which  a  satis¬ 
factory  solution  will  not  be  easily  found.  The  Hospital  is 
already  occupied  to  its  fullest  capacity  and  even  a  comparatively 
small  addition  to  the  number  of  patient  beds  will  necessitate 
considerable  extensions  and  material  alterations  to  the  present 
building  to  provide  for  the  extended  accommodation  and  ser¬ 
vices  required.  The  Committee  hopes  to  be  able  during  the 
present  year  to  submit  a  definite  Scheme  for  Extension,  but  any 
effective  scheme,  however  moderate  in  character,  must  entail 
not  only  heavy  capital  expenditure,  but  also  a  largely  increased 
income  for  annual  maintenance. 

During  the  past  few  years  an  impression  seems  to  have 
grown  in  the  minds  of  many  people  that  the  Hospital  is  not  in 
need  of  additional  financial  support.

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who 
have  in  any  way  assisted  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  by  personal  service  or  financially 
or  by  gifts  of  any  nature,  and  expresses  the  hope  that  the  same 
generous  support  may  be  forthcoming  during  the  current  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

Contributory  Maintenance  Scheme 


During  the  past  year  the  condition  of  the  staple  industry 
and  the  general  trade  of  the  town  has  fortunately  been  such  as 
to  warrant  not  only  a  continuance  of  the  support  given  in  pre¬ 
vious  years  by  contributions  under  the  Scheme,  but  also  another 
satisfactory  increase  over  that  of  the  year  1936,  and  for  the 
first  time  in  its  history  over  £8,000  was  received,  the  total  amount 
being  £8,023  15s.  6d.  This  is  an  advance  of  over  £500  over 
that  of  the  previous  year,  when  the  total  of  £7,504  3s.  Od.  was, 
then  considered  to  be  more  than  satisfactory,  and  a  notable 
increase  over  1935.  Over  the  period  of  the  last  twelve  years, 
this  is  the  greatest  advance  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  record, 
and  proves  once  again  that  the  interest  in  the  Scheme  and  its 
benefits  has  not  only  been  fully  maintained,  but  that  it  has 
established  a  basis  which  promises  to  be  augmented  still  further, 
as  time  goes  on.  As  mentioned  in  our  previous  reports,  it  can 
safely  be  assumed  after  such  a  successful  year’s  working  that  the 
limits  of  the  Scheme  have  not  yet  been  reached,  but  that  it  will 
continue  to  go  forward  and  be  supported  by  an  even  greater 
number  of  members  and  entitle  them  to  free  treatment  and 
maintenance  in  the  wards  should  occasion  require.  Appreciation 
has  been  expressed  by  many  who  have  been  unemployed 
whereby  their  cards  are  franked  without  payment  in  order  that 
their  benefits  under  the  Scheme  should  not  be  jeopardised,  but 
in  fairness  to  many  it  should  be  stated  that  quite  a  number  have 
voluntarily  continued  their  payments  during  the  time  they  have 
been  out  of  work  or  incapacitated  from  following  their  employ¬ 
ment.  Many  also  who  have  received  treatment  in  the  Wards 
have  expressed  themselves  in  gratifying  terms  for  the  treatment 
and  attention  given  them  by  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff 
during  their  stay  in  the  Hospital. 
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During  the  whole  of  the  time  the  Scheme  has  been  in 
progress,  since  1924,  and  without  exception  over  this  period 
of  fourteen  years,  the  various  Firms  and  Business  Establish¬ 
ments  in  the  town  and  district  have  continued  to  give  their 
interest  and  support  in  its  working,  and  for  their  voluntary  co¬ 
operation  and  the  facilities  given  m  collecting  and  accounting 
for  the  weekly  payments  of  their  employees  very  grateful  appre¬ 
ciation  is  recorded.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  various  collectors 
and  members  of  office  staffs  who  have  continued  to  give  valuable 
service.  A  marked  increase  is  also  shown  in  the  receipts  from 
those  who  may  be  described  as  individual  and  unattached  Con¬ 
tributors,  or  those  not  connected  with  any  firm  or  establish¬ 
ment,  this  being  a  further  proof  of  the  interest  evinced  in  the 
Scheme. 


It  may  be  of  interest  to  record  that  whereas  in  1924  the 
total  amount  in  that  year  was  £3,449  (which  at  that  time  was 
generally  considered  a  very  satisfactory  launching)  this  amount 
has  now  more  than  doubled,  together  with  the  number  of  con¬ 
tributors,  the  cards  now  in  circulation  being  about  22,000. 

The  number  of  In-patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during 
1937  was  816  (Surgical  and  Medical),  being  a  decrease  on  the 
previous  year,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  longer  average 
stay  in  the  Wards,  and  of  this  number  320  were  under  the 
Scheme,  all  being  entitled  to  free  treatment  and  maintenance 
during  the  time  they  were  in  the  Wards.  The  number  of 
Casualties  treated  was  2,069  as  against  1,863,  and  of  these  no 
fewer  than  1,564  were  contributors  as  against  1,434  the  previous 
year,  and  included  497  who  were  more  or  less  connected  with 
wood -working  and  other  machinery.  Subsequent  dressings  and 
attention  were  necessary  for  many  of  these  cases,  769  applications 
being  attended  to  by  the  Staff  before  final  discharge. 
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The  number  of  Operations  performed  were  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  of  the  total  of  436  a  large  proportion  were 
under  the  Scheme.  Another  notable  increase  in  the  X-Ray 
Department  is  again  to  be  recorded,  1 ,880  cases  being  treated 
as  against  1,777,  or  an  advance  of  103  under  this  head,  and  of 
these  1,230  were  contributors  as  against  1,167  the  previous 
year,  or  an  increase  of  63.  In  motor  accidents  there  were  63  as 
against  33,  and  of  these  31  were  under  the  Scheme,  being  the 
the  same  as  in  1936. 


For  special  treatment  in  other  Hospitals,  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  local  doctor,  or  sustaining  accidents  in  other 
districts,  the  facilities  afforded  to  contributors  for  some  years 
past  have  been  continued,  the  amount  paid  under  this  head  being 
£1,119  11s.  7d.  as  against  £1,003  3s.  0d.,  or  an  advance  of 
£116  6s.  7d.  over  1936.  Of  the  total  amount  £772  12s.  4d. 
was  paid  to  London  Hospitals,  the  remainder  to  neighbouring 
and  provincial  institutions,  from  which  £163  12s.  6d.  was  re¬ 
ceived  in  respect  of  their  contributors  treated  in  our  Hospital. 
Altogether  326  contributors  benefited  under  this  arrangement 
as  against  284  the  previous  year,  or  an  increase  of  42.  Con¬ 
tinuing  the  arrangements  with  the  County  and  Boiough  Clinics, 
the  number  of  children  of  contributors  operated  upon  for  Tonsils 
was  70  as  against  33  in  1936,  the  cost  of  £33  being  defrayed  from 
the  funds. 


In  consideration  of  a  grant  made  each  year  to  the  Wycombe 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  members  of  the  Scheme  requiring 
the  ambulance  are  conveyed  without  any  charge  being  made  to 
them  for  transit  to  and  from  Hospitals,  and  during  the  past 
year  270  derived  the  benefit  of  this  service,  as  against  178  for 
the  previous  year.
